While most of us turned our

He stresses that, while the 
allegations may seem to be 
bizarre, the sequence of events 
can be substantiated if officials 
take the trouble to do so.

He also wants appointment of 
a new defense attorney and a 
full investigation of events 
leading up to the night he shot 
the man in his home, as well as

The initial phase of the 
operation will permit treatment 
ef all stormwater which now 
will bypass the primary plant, 
Jackson explained, noting that 
during heavy rainy periods in 
the past the primary plant could 
not treat all stormwater.

Construction work at the 
plant is about 99 per cent 
complete, Pierson said. 

Construction of the secondary 
plant began late in 1973 after’ 
more than two years of planning 
and engineering work beset 
with negotiations with the U. S. 
EPA concerning grants for 
planning and construction. 

The plant was financed with 
an $8.9 million EPA grant and a 
$4 million bond issue sold by the 
city, Work has been done by the 
G. L. Tarlton Contracting Co. of 
St. Louis under a contract bid of 
$10.8 million. 

In addition, the city’s cost for 
engineering, inspection and 
design work will approximate 
$1 million. 

The secondary plant will have 
a capacity of 23 million gallons 
daily, including stormwater 
flow, compared to a 20-million- 
gallon capacity of the primary 
treatment plant. The secondary 
plant also provides a more 
refined system of treatment. 

Sewage and industrial waste 
will pass through the primary 
plant into the secondary 
system. 

Jackson said that during the 
past ten years, peak operations 
were about 18 million gallons.

Among the pioneer settlers of 
this community was Thomas W.

A total fall of 29.32 inches 
Precipitation, including 
snowfall on three days during 
December, was 5.13 inches 
below the normal projection, 
records show, with the last four 
mbnths of the year experiencing 
one of the lightest rainfalls in 
recent years for that period.

Hearing Tuesday on 
mining at Kaskaskia 


© Southwestern Illinois ‘en- 


vironmental and sportsman 
groups are objecting to a 
proposal by Peabody Coal 
Company of St. Louis to plug, 
drain and strip mine the bed of 
the Kaskaskia River near New 
Athens. 

The Mlinots Audubon. Society 
and the Sierra Club have 
requested a public hearing on 
the proposal. In spite of strong 
objections from Peabody of- 
ficials, the Army Corps of 
Engineers has granted the 
jhearing, a Sierra spokesman 
said Friday. It will be held 
tomorrow evening in New 
Athens. 

The strip mine plan 
is on a 200-acre island owned by 
the state of Illinois. It was 
formed when the Kaskaskia 
River was canalized for barge 
traffic. 

The old stream meander, as 
proposed by Peabody, would be 
plugged at both ends, pumped 
dry and strip mined over a 30- 
month period. Environ- 
mentalists and sportsmen say 
prime river-bottom habitat 
would be eliminated. 

The land was purchased by 
the state as ‘mitigation for 
environmental damage which 
occurred to the Kaskaskia 
River when it was straightened 
from Fayetteville to the mouth 
—a distance of 50 natural river. 
miles shortened to 36 miles of 
barge canal. Opponents of the 
$120 million . public works 
project have labeled the canal 
Peabody Ditch,” the 
spokesman said. 

“The island contains 
numerous species of both game 
and non-game wildlife. 

“Large den trees overhang 
the quiet backwater and there is 
a large variety of nut trees on 
the island. 

“Whereas there is virtually 
no aquatic life in the sterile 
adjacent barge canal, the cutoff 
stream meander provides 
excellent spawning habitat for 
game fish and other aquatic 
species. 

“The Corps of Engineers has 
authority under Sec. 404, Public 
Law $2-500, to grant or deny 
permits for projects that in- 
volve dredging or filling of 
streams or wetlands. Peabody 
has previously obtained the 


necessary state permits from 
the Illinois Division’ of ‘Water- 
ways, Environmental 
Protection Agency and Bureau 
of Mines and Minerals. 

“The Sierra Club contends 
that the \public agencies have 
not acted in the public interest. 

“Under ‘the it_bet- 
ween Peabody and the Division 
of Waterways, Peabody would 
pay the state 20 cents for each: 
ton of coal removed from the 
river bed. The coal seam lies 
within 35 feet of the surface and 
provides a. much more 
economical “advantage for 
removal over other South- 
western Illinois coals which lie 
between 100 to 150 feet below the 
surface. 

“Under a compliance plan 
directed. by the Illinois 
Department of Conservation, 
Peabody would be’ required to 
grade. the spoil into gently 
rolling slopes. 

“Grasses would be re-seeded 
and trees and shrubs planted at 
the rate of 750 per acre. The 
final strip mine cut would 
remain open and an attempt 
would be made to simulate the 
natural channel. 

“Fisheries Biologist Peter 
Paladino of Sparta believes that 
the state-can restore the island 
to a condition better than that 
which exists naturally. He 
concedes, however, that it may 
take as long as 100 years. 

“Environmentalists are 
concerned with the growing 
trend by Illinois coal companies 
to relocate and strip-mine 
rivers.

In November 1973, the Illinois 
Supreme Court upheld Scott’s 
contention that CTE owed the

Scott's suit charged that CTE 
set up two artificial divisions—

that by avoiding its full tax 
liability, the firm sought to shift 
the burden to the state’s in- 
dividual taxpayers.

Scott also won another 
$1,000,000 which he used to set 
up a trust fund to aid Illinois 
agencies working in the areas of 
drug abuse abatement, lead 
poisoning and emergency 
cardiac care.

asked by taxpayers. 


Q. I bought several tickets to a 
concert performed for the benetit 
of a charity. Are the cost of these 
tickets deductible as a charitable 
contribution? 


A. The payments for admission 
or participation in any benefit per: 
formance, banquet, charity ball, 
etc., for a qualified organization 
are deductible only to the extent 
they exceed the fair market value 
of the performance or other privi- 
lege. 

For example, if the concert 
would normally cost $10, but the 
benefit cost $20, you may claim 
the extra $10 as a charitable con 
tribution. If you claim the deduc- 
tion, you must show that the pay- 
ment is above the fair market val- 
ue. Whether you use the tickets or 


not has no bearing on the amount 
you may deduct. 


Q. Is the tax on my utility bill tax 
deductible? 


A. Generally, utility taxes are 
not deductible unless they are im- 
posed at the same rate as the gen- 
eral sales tax, and are considered 
part of the general sales tax. 


Q. Iwas married last month, but 
1am continuing to use my maiden 
name at my job and'for other busi- 
ness purposes. Can | use my maid- 
en name and still file a joint return 
with my husband? 


A. Yes, but there are complica- 
tions.

Great-grandmother may 
have thoughtfully put away her 
family quilts, but even so, they 
can be dirty and dusty when you 
take them out of storage for 
display during the Bicentennial 
celebration, 

Here are some tips on how to 
safely clean old cotton and linen 
quilts. 

Before you begin, test the 
dyes to see if they are colorfast. 

With an eyedropper, put a few 
drops of the intended cleaning 
solution on an inconspicuous 
part of the quilt. 


Make sure the solution 
completely penetrates the 
fibers. Then press a white 
blotter on the damp area. 

If any of the colors in the 
fabric are visible on the blotter, 
do not use any wet method of 
cleaning, 

The first step in cleaning a 
quilt is to remove all air-borne 
dirt and dust. Cover the quilt 
with fiberglass screening and: 
run a low-power hand vacuum 
cleaner over the quilt. 

If the dye is not fast, this is as 
much as you can safely do to 
clean the quilt. 

Throughout the cleaning 
process, the quilt should’ be 
supported by fiberglass

screening. The screening helps 
old fabric withstand the added 
weight of water and detergent. 

Ideally, you should clean the 
quilt in a basin large enough to 
hold the quilt without folding 

Museums construct basins by 
stretching plastic across the 
center of large wooden frames. 

For home cleaning, try 
folding the quilt so it will fit into 
a bathtub. However, the more 
folds you put into the quilt, the 
more you will have to rinse it. 

Lower the quilt into a solutiggy 
of water and neutral detergent, 
heated to about 90 degrees F. 
You may have to write 
manufacturers to learn which 
ones are neutral. 

Soak the quilt in the detergent 
solution for about an hour. If it 
is very dirty, the water will 
appear yellow. Lift the quilt out 
of the water and drain on the 
screen. Then gently hose it, 
using low pressure with shower 
head or shampoo attachment. If 
the quilt still appears yellow, 
repeat the process. 

If it appears clean, rinse it 
several times—at least seven— 
and gently hose it between each 
rinsing. Never scrub, beat or 
squeeze an antique textile. 

When the quilt has been 
thoroughly rinsed, let it drain 
and dry on a suspended screen. 
Do not hang it over a clothes 
line in the yard or basement. 

When displaying the quilt, do 
not put it in direct light of any 
type; this will weaken the 
fibers.

Bicentennial remodeling Daily bus riders 
at Cahokia Mounds Park 


The Illinois Department of 
Conservation has. received a 
$100,000 grant from the federal 
government for a statewide 
Bicentennial project. The grant 
will enable the department to 
employ persons in depressed 
areas throughout the state to 
rehabilitate historic sites. 

The funds, according to state 
Bicentennial Commission 
Director Michael Linderman, 
were sought by- the Illinois 
Bicentennial Commission for 
the Department of Conservation 
under Title X legislation which 
provides federal money for 
labor intensive programs that 
hire unemployed persons, 

Administered by the Illinois 
Bicentennial Commission, .the 
$100,000 grant is being used to 
highlight the historical 
significance of the state and the 
United States at key Illinois 
sites. 

‘The renovations’are expected 
to be completed’ in time for 
visitors during the Bicentennial 
year. 

Linderman said eight specific 
projects are being developed: 

In Bishop Hill, site of the 
Swedish Community in the 1840- 
50s, a boardwalk will be con- 
structed, exhibits will be 
designed for the Bjorklund 
Hotel and renovations will be 
made on the Colony Church and 
outbuildings. 

Work at the Galena Complex 
will include outdoor con- 
struction at the Ulysses S. 
Grant Home and Washburn 
House and the conversion of @ 
log cabin into an orientation 
center. Galena is a_ historic 
district well known for its Civil 
War Era recreations each year. 

Cahokia Mounds, site of the 
largest prehistoric Indian 
culture in the United States, 
will rotate museum exhibits 
and remodel one structure for 
use as a school interpretive 
center. 

At Lincoln Log Cabin; home of 
Abraham Lincoln's parents,

structures and outbuildings will 
be hehabilitated and one will be 
converted into an orientation 
center. Lincoln made frequent 
visits there to see his parents 
while on his judicial circuit. 

Historic structures along key 
areas of the 104-mile-long 
Hennepin Canal will be repaired 
and painted. Built in 1907, the 
canal opened important water 
transportation between Chicago 
and Western Illinois, It was 
named after the French 
Franciscan missionary, Louis 
Hennepin, who explored the 
Mississippi River area 

The Cahokia Courthouse will 
be rendvated and new exhibits 
will be added. This log house 
was the judicial seat of St. Clair 
County in the Northwest 
Territories, with jurisdiction 
over most of Illinois and part of 
Wisconsin. The courthouse is 
one of a few with French 
upright log construction in the 
state. 

Projects in Shawneetown, 
center ‘pf economic develop- 
ment in Southern Wlinois and 
home of the first chartered 
Illinois.bank in the early 1800s, 
include the construction of 
exhibits and the developrfient of 
office and public areas. 





Fort de Chartres was the seat 
of the French military govern- 
ment between 1730 and 1760. 
Work on the fort includes 
rehabilitation of an office and 
the development of minor 
restoration projects. 

The Department of, Con- 
servation project is viewed by 
the [Illinois Bicentennial 
Commission as a statewide 
contribution to ‘‘Illinois’

A 22 per cent increase in bus 
ridership ahd more than 100 
setvice improvements, in- 
cluding 26 new lines, have 
resulted from public financial 
support of the Bi-State Transit 
System: during the past two 
years, Robert J. Baer, Bi-State 
Development Agency executive 
director, commented Friday. 

“In November 1973,” Baer 
said, “following im- 
plementation of the one-half- 
cent transportation sales tax in 
the City of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, and with finan- 
cial support from the state of 
Illinois, the basic fare was 
reduced from. 45 cents to 25 
cents and senior citizens over 65 
were permitted to ride for 15 
cents. 

“Since then, the 15 cent rate 
has been extended to blind 
persons. 

“Reductions in other fares 
also were made and, as a result, 
our transit fares are among the 
lowest in the country. Overall, 
the new fares represented a 
reduction in rates of 44 per 
cent.” 

“At the same time,” Baer 
continued, ‘“‘we began our 
continuing program of service 
improvements by inaugurating 
nine new bus lines, 

“Since then, 17 more bus lines 
have been added, making a 
total of 26 to date—providing 
new low-cost public tran- 
sportation to dozens of com- 
munities and tens of thousands 
of people.” 

“In addition,” Baer said, 
“routes have been extended on 
33 existing lines and trips added 
to another 43 lines to expand 
service to new areas, to provide 
more frequent stops and ex- 
tended hours of operation, and, 
in many cases, new service on 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

“Another major step forward 
during the past year was the 
purchase of 245 new buses. 

“Also, 100 new, modern 
shelters going up throughout the 
metropolitan area will add

further convenience for bus 
riders. 

“‘As a result of these and other 
improvements,” Baer con- 
cluded, ‘‘average weekday 
ridership has increased from 
181,000 to 221,000 daily—a solid 
22 per cent, 

“We think.we've made a good 
start, but we realize we have a’ 
long way to go. 

“Many dedicated people 
State drivers, maintenance 
crews, management team, the 
Bi-State Development Agency 
board of commissioners, ‘state 
and local government , of- 
ficials—are all working toward 
the same goal: to have the “best 
possible public transportation 
system for the entire bi-state 
area. 

“Plans for the immediate 
future (1976) include: 

(1) “The purchase of 200 more 
new buses with two-way radios. 

(2) CA computerized 
registering fare collection 
system. 

(3) “Fifty additional 
passenger shelters throughout 
the system. 

(4). ‘Reserved lanes for 
buses. 

(5). “Further route and 
service improvements for in- 
creased . convenience and 
mbility of the public.

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1964 and 1968, outbreaks had 
occurred in small areas of 
Southern Illinois, with 47 cases 
in 1964 and 33 in 1968. 

The first confirmed case in 
1975 was reported from 
Southern Illinois in August. The 
outbreak was officially reported 
to be over in November. 

‘Of the total cases, the number 
of deaths associated with 
confirmed or probable cases 
presently stands at 21, or .035 
per cent, well below the normal 
10-15:per cent mortality rate for 
SLE, the Iinois Public Health

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for Southern Illinois by the 
department in July because 
weather conditions were 
favorable for breeding of the 
Culex pipiens mosquito, the 
insect which transmits the 
disease from birds to humans. 

The Illinois Department 
contacted the Center. for 
Disease Control (CDC) and, 
with the Center's assistance, 
conducted a bird and mosquito 
survey in areas where SLE had 
previously occurred. 

Mosquito and bird blood 
samples were sent to the CDC 
Laboratory in Fort Collins, 
Colo., for analysis to determine 
whether the virus was present 
in Southern Illinois. 

In July, the Department of 
Public Health issued a warning 
to residents of the southern 
portion of the state that there 
Was a strong possibility of an 
SLE outbreak. Residents were 
advised of what’ precautions to 
take and were made aware of 
the symptoms. 

Physicians were alerted to be 
on the lookout for SLE cases 
and were instructed to speed 
blood samples to the state 
public health laboratory for 
analysis. 

The state health department 
had anticipated and was ready 
to handle an outbreak similar to 
those in 1964 and 1968. When the 
department realized that the 
scope of the outbreak would be 
much broader in numbers and 
geography, Dr. Joyce Lashof, 
director, mobilized a special 
SLE task force. 

Headed by Dr. Mark Lepper, 
state coordinator of Com- 
prehensive Health Planning, 
the task force consisted of more 
than 100 public health em- 
ployes. 


Engineers and sanitarians 
traveled from town to town, 
meeting with community offi- 
cials to determine the status 
of mosquito abatement efforts. 
They provided professional 
consultation concerning 
abatement methods and 
assisted communities having 
problems. 

Additional state laboratory 
personnel, members of the task 
force, worked around the clock 
to test and analyze the hundreds 
of blood'samples arriving at the 
laboratory: each day. 

In the state health depart- 
ment’s central office in 
Springfield, the staff of the 
Division of Disease Control 
worked 12 to 15 hours a day 
keeping detailed records of 
cases and notifying physicians 
of laboratory results. 

In the department's Public 
Affairs office, pyblic in- 
formation officers compiled 
reports and issued daily 
bulletins updating the number 
of cases. They also issued 
repeated warnings concerning 
precautionary measures and 
symptoms. 

In order to avoid a recurrence 
of a major outbreak in 1976, Dr. 
Lashof has established a St. 
Louis Encephalitis Early 
Warning System. 

She has recruited an ar- 
bovirologist—a specialist in the 
study of . mosquito-borne 
diseases—to coordinate the 
early warning program. 

Through this system, the 
state health department will be 
able to conduct arbovirus 
surveillance activities 
throughout Illinois in early 
spring. An early detection of the 
SLE virus in birds and 
mosquitoes could serve as a 
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warning to- expand mosquito 
abatement activities in time to 
prevent extensive outbreak, it 
was noted. 

The arbovirologist will be 
headquartered at the state 
health department’s Chicago 
laboratory. He will have a field 
staff of two specialists who will 
assist in conducting the bird and 
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mosquito surveys. 

He will also have two 
laboratory technicians in the 
early warning program who 
will be able to perform 
laboratory examinations of 
mosquitoes and _ bird-blood 
samples at the Illinois Public 
Health laboratory rather than 
sending them to Colorado. 


Worst of winter driving 


ahead, police chief warns 


Now that the holidays are 
over, many drivers are inclined 
to let down and ride out the rest 
of the winter, according to 
Granite City’ Chief of Police, 
Ronald J. Veizer. 

“That’s a dangerous attitude, 
the chief noted, because’ the 
worst of winter is probably just 
ahead. We can’t afford to let our 
guard down now,” he said. 

To help drivers cope more 
effectively with what might be 
ahead, winterwise, Chief Veizer 
cited several facts from test 
reports of the National Safety 
Council's Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards. 

Glare ice is treacherous. On 
such a surface, stopping 
distances stretch out to nine 
times the normal distance on 
dry pavement, so a driver who 
can bring his car to a stop from 
60 miles an hour in about 180 
feet on dry pavement would 
have to be driving as slow as 22 
mph on ice to stop his car in that 
same 180 feet. 

“The driver who makes an 
error in judgment,” the chief 
pointed out, ‘‘finds himself 
headed for a rear-end collision

or off the road.” 

As additional tips, he listed 
suggestions from the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of 
Police for avoiding skid-crashes 
when pavements are slippery. 

“Get the feel of the road by 
trying your brakes lightly away 
from traffic. You'll skid twice 
as far when the ice is 30 degrees 
than when the temperature is 
down around zero. 

“Reduce your speed 

“Follow cars ahead at a much 
longer distance. 

“Plan maneuvers far ahead. 
Avoid sudden schanges in 
direction, 

“Keep your windshield and 
windows clear. Replace 
streaking wiper blades . that 
have gone dead from exposure 
to sun, wind, ice and oily film 

“Use the proper traction aids. 
Snow tires are made for snow, 
they give little or no advantage 
over regular tires for stopping 
on ice 

“For deep snow and glare ice 
conditions, use reifforced tire 
chains,"’ he said. 

The chief recalled that he has 
had some questions about the 
use of tire chains with radial 
tires. He cited tests by the 
United States Auto Club that 
show that tire chains may be 
used with radial tires without 
concern for sidewall damage. 

In these tests, chains were 
driven at a sustained speed of 35 
m.p.h. on dry, bare pavement 
without any sidewall or tread 
gouging’ on any of the radials 
tested, even after 150 miles of 
this unusual punishment. 

Chief Veizer concluded with 
“These tips will 
help you ‘winter-wise’ your 
judgment. 

“There's no better way to 
keep your name off a police 
accident report than to use good 
judgment, no matter what kind 
of weather is still ahead of us!”’

30% growth in 
INinois tourism 


The Illinois tourism industry 
continued to grow in 1975 
despite high energy prices and 
economic recession, according 
to the director of the Illinois 
Department of Business and 
Economic Development, 
Joseph Pisciotte 

“Total 1975 travel ex- 
penditures in Illinois amounted 
to an estimated $1.7 billion, a 
$400 million increase over the 
previous year,” Pisciotte noted.

department’s tourism office, 
Sandy Guettler, said that 65,000 
people ‘throughout the state 
were employed in travel-related 
businesses with a payroll of $444 
million. 

“With total travel ex- 
penditures of $1.3 billion in 1974 
and $1.7 billion in 1975, tourism 
has become big business in 
Mlinois. 

“Another economic indicator 
of tourism industry growth,” 
according to Guettler, “is state 
revenue derived from the 
Ilinois Hotel-Motel Tax. Early 
estimates for 1975 indicate a $3 
million increase to $17.6 million 
collected from this tax on hotel 
rooms.”” 

She commented, “The office 
of tourism’s mass com- 
munication program was in- 
strumental in creating an 
identity for Minois 
destinations—and in en- 
couraging the public to travel— 
by producing and distributing 
literature, financing ad- 
vertisements, participating in 
six travel shows and operating 
the Illinois adventure center. 

“In accordance with the 1963 
Illinois Promotion Act,” she 
added, “the office of tourism is 
authorized to make grants to 
counties, municipalities and 
local promotional groups. 

“In the 1974-75 fiscal year, 
this matching grant program 
resulted in $157,000 in 
assistance to volunteer tourism 
councils for the production of 1.4 
million regional brochures. 

“Our office issued a $2,000 
grant to the Association of 
Illinois Rural Recreation 
Enterprises and a $5,000 grant 
‘to the Illinois Hotel-Motel 


_association for production of 


tourist guides to supplement 
information available from the 
state; $10,000 was issued to the 
Lincoln Heritage Trail Foun- 
dation for promotion of the trail 
that tells the Lincoln story.”” 
She concluded, “One of the 
major concerns of an office is 
the distribution of travel in- 
formation. Through November 
1975 we distributed over 600,000 
pieces of travel information. 
“Our three most popular 
publications have been Twenty 
Scenic Motor Tours, Illinois 
Calendar of Events and Illinois 
Campground Directory."”

Propose Lutheran high 
school to serve region 


A study lis being conducted to 
determine the feasibility of 
instituting a Lutheran High 
School in the Winois portion of 
the St. Louis metropolitan area. 

Don Cochran, chairman of a 
committee of representatives of 
area Lutheran churches 
(Missouri Synod), said the 
feasibility study should be 
completed by -mid-1976. The 
results will then go to individual 
churches for a decision by the 
congregations in an area 
bounded by Belleville to the 
south, Granite City and Alton to 
the west, Hamel and Troy on the 
east and Litchfield on the north. 

Representatives—parents, 
teachers and pastors—from 14 
congregations have been ser- 
ving on the committee. | 
The committee has hired 
Jack Emerick, principal of the 
Valley Lutheran High School in 
St. Charles, just outside 
Chicago, to. conduct the 
feasibility study. . 
Cochran, a Collinsville 
resident, said the study com- 
mittee is supplying information 
and material to Emerick, Four 
subcommittees have been 
‘created: Goals and Objectives, 
Public Relations, Finances and 
Facilities. 

The facilities subcommittee 
will look into prospective 
locations, building needs and 
interim possibilities—available 
buildings that could be used 
pending construction of a new 
building. 

Coehran said a strong 
motivation for the proposal 
for a Lutheran high school is 
the belief that the churches 
have been losing too many 
young people after con- 
firmation. ‘ 

“A Lutheran high school 
would enable young people to 
grow in their faith, Secondly, 
with a staff of believers in 
Christ, they would have aid in 
doing that,”’ he said. 

The nearest Lutheran high 
schools are Lutheran North and 
Lutheran South, both located in 
St. Louis County. In Illinois,~ 
there are a Lutheran high 
school in Rockford and four in 
the Chicago area, 

Construction of Lutheran high 
schools throughout the country 
has been on the increase in 
recent years. The number of 
high schools has grown from 21 

! in 1963 to 35 as of 1975. 

Early indications are that this 
area does have the resources to 
support a Lutheran high school 

, through an association of 
congregation’, according to 
members of the committee. 

While contact during the 
study is being made with 
Lutheran Churches, Missouri, 


Synad, Cochran said, other 
denominations have expressed 
an interest in such a high 
school, 

Several area congregations 
have adopted _ resolutions 
requesting district support for 
the proposal. It will be on the 
agenda for the biennial con- 
vention of the Southern. IMinois 
District, scheduled for Feb. 22 
in Belleville.

Emergency medical 
technician course 


St. Elizabeth Hospital, 
Granite City, along with 
Belleville Area College, will 
provide a course in emergency 
care and transportation of the 
sick and injured at the St. 
Elizabeth Hospital Trauma 
Center beginning Jan. 19. 

The course, 81 hours in length, 
is designed for policemen, 
firemen and ambulance at- 
tendants and others involved in 
caring for the critically ill and 
injured. 

Divided into 25 sessions, with 
the sessions meeting on Monday 
and Wednesday evenings, the 
course leads to certification as 
emergency medical technician 
(EMT) by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 

Physicians in emergency 
rooms throughout Illinois have 
noted an improvement: in care 
rendered to patients brought 
into the hospital by EMT's, and 
many ambulance services have 
made-this class a prerequisite 
to employment, a hospital 
spokesman said. 

Enrollment for the course will 
be held at St. Elizabeth Hospital 
today and Wednesday, Jan. 7, 
from 10 a.m, to4 p.m. in person 
at the trauma coordinator’s 
office. f 

While this class is offered free 
of charge through a highway 
safety grant to BAC, students 
have the #ption of taking the 
class for five semester hours of 
college level credit by payment 
of the normal college fee of $45 
plus a $10 enrollment fee if they 
have never been enrolled at 
BAC before. 

There is alsoa fee of $5 for the 
textbook and a $15 fee for the 
National Registry examination. 

Lesson plans and textbooks 
will be those developed by the 
American Academy of 
Orthopedic Surgeons. 

Enrollment will be limited to 


%o0 students, and priority is 


given to those most directly 
involved in emergency patient 
care in the home and on the 
street—ambulance _ personnel, 
firemen, policemen and rescue 
workers.

more neighborhood problems, 
Williams says. 

One night, several neighbors 
and a stranger found him in his 
yard and started ‘‘shooting” at 
him with an empty pistol and 
yelling at him, he told the Press- 
Record. 

When authorities arrived, the 
gun was given to a woman who, 
in full sight of the investigator, 
ran into a neighbor's home with 
it, Williams said. 

‘When the investigator got out 
of his car, he-yelled, ‘‘Hold it, 
Williams,” held him at gunpoint 
and frisked him, it was alleged. 
The official then put his gyn 
away and walked over to the 
neighbors to talk in a friendly 
manner with them, Williams 
said. 

No one was charged, and 
Williams said he contacted a 
Cahokia. executive and 
requested an investigation. into 
the incident, asking why he was 
treated as a criminal and 
persons bothering him were 
treated like the victims. 

Williams alleged that the man 
refused to tell him what steps he 
had to take to initiate an inquiry 
into the incident. 

Baseballs continued to be 
batted into his yard, beer cans 
were thrown against his house, 
his children were harassed and 
attempts were made to have 
Williams’ landlord evict him, he « 
related. 

‘One day when two girls stood 
in his yard throwing a ball 
against a tree for a half-hour, 
nearly hitting his little girl 
several times, Williams said, he 
lost his temper, cursed at the 
girls and ordered them out of 
his yard. 

Neighbors’ took him to court. 
He was convicted of perjury for 
telling his side of the story when 
two other witnesses, who later 
admitted they were 
trespassing, lied about the 
circumstances, he alleges. - 

He said he was denied the 
right to file a cross-complaint 
and his bond was set at $1,000. 

Since the ball players con- 
tinued to hit balls into his yard, 
despite repeated objections, 
Williams said he decided to 
begin keeping the baseballs. 

He said neighbors then began 
to threaten him when’ he was 
with his daughter, resulting in 
her becoming emotionally 
upset. 

After he reported several 
threats, an officer came to his 
home to take a report and, 
without his permission, sear- 
ched the home, confiscating a 
gun; Williams said he objected 
and on Jan. 25, 1975, a judge 
ruled the gun. was obtained in an * 
unlawful search of the home. 

Williams said the public 
defender did not notify him he 
had been cleared of, the charge, 
and repeated attempts to find 
out the outcome were thwarted. 

Finally, in July, a circuit 
clerk admitted the case had 
been dismissed and the gun was 
returned to him, Williams said. 

Williams said one neighbor 
had a citizens’ band radio in his 
home .which was causing 
problems in Williams’ 
television reception. 

After several attempts to 
rectify the situation by 
discussing it with the neighbor, 
Williams called the Federal 
Communications Commission 
to object. 

‘As a result of that complaint, 
that neighbor’s wife began to 
throw rocks into Williams’ yard 
and at his car, she always 
turned her lawnmower so that it 
threw rocks and, one time, a 
jagged beer can sailed into his 
yard, nearly striking his 
children, he said. _ 

She also threatened him in the 
presence of his. children, he 
related, and an officer called to 
the scene refused to take any 
action. 

The state’s attorney refused 
.to let him sign a warrant 
against his nelghbors. 4 and 
“threw him out” of the sta’ 
attorney’s office May aa 
without reading the full i 
report, Williams said; he next 
went to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and said his rights 
were being violated. The FBI 
did not investigate, he believes. 

Fearing for the safety of 
himself and his family, he went 
to three church elders, to a 
relative and to others, seeking 
someone to help him with 
protection and with having the 
problems heard .in court. 

“This was the effort I took to 
avoid vilence,” Williams said. 

On July 13, problems started 
when neighborhood children 
threw rocks at him; when he 
yelled at them, their mother 
screamed at him. 

She called her husband at 
work, say Williams was 
threatenii ir children, but 
never sonics children vie 
Williams had said to them, he 
related. 

The woman then returned to 
the yard, waving a baseball bat 
and threatening him. 

Williams said that to 
himself, he gota gun a 
locked drawer in his home and 
sat down in his kitchen with his 


son. 

The neighbor who had been 
called at work drove to 
Williams’ house, stopped the 
car in the middle of the street 
and: ran for Williams’ front 
door, it was reperied. 


Williams said he.ran to the 
front door to try and lock it, but 
the man yanked the door open 
before it was locked and tried to 
strike Williams. 

He shot the man’ to protect 
himself, Williams said. 

He first was charged with 
aggravated -battery and his 
bond was set at $10,000, higher 
than for most’charged with the 
_ same’crime in St. Clair County, 
“ Williams noted. 

During ‘his arraignment, the 
charge was changed to at- 
tempted murder. He is awaiting 
trial” 

“In the dark of night July 25, 
1975, enforcement - authorities 
surrounded my home with 
shotguns, attempting to get me 
outside where they could kill 
me, and even drawing a bead on 
mewhile I was cooperating with 
them and talking to them,” 
Williams alleged. 

He continued, “My wife saw 
the attempt and shouted, and I 
ducked back before the officer 
could shoot.’”” 

Williams said he refused to go 
outside to talk to officers, 
saying he would speak through 
the door because he feared for 
his life. Officers repeatedly 
refused to identify themselves, 
he said. 

After about 25 minutes of 
talking through the door, one 
officer identified himself 

They continued to talk and the 
officer said they had been 
notified on the state police 
teletype that Williams was 
believed to be preparing to go to 
Decatur to kill someone., 

After realizing that the 
message, if one existed, was 
false, the officers left, Williams 
said. The incident occurred 
about the time the man whom 
Williams shot was released 
from the hospital. 

Williams immediately asked 
the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation and FBI to in- 
vestigate and both agencies 
refused, he alleged. 

State police declined to verify 
whether there was such a 
teletype message and who 
might have given them such 
information, he said. 

Williams, who is an epileptic, 
said he has a police record, 
including a conviction for 
aggravated battery which was 
appealed; the appeal never 
came to trial. 

He said all of his arrests have 
been for fighting, battery or 
similar conduct. “I guess I have 
a hot temper,” he remarked, 
adding that the actions his 
neighbors and police took 
against him in Cahokia were 
“enough to bring any man to 
violence. 

“They wanted.to show me I 
did not have the right to live in 
my own house,” “he “sum- 
marized. 

Noting that “every witness to

_ persistently returned to haunt 
her, she was never sure what 
the memory meant. 

The farhily lived near Lima, 
Ohio, and was split up in 1935, in 
midst of the Depression years. 

The severance came about 
when the mother left her four 
daughters and a son, now 
deceased, with their father and 
disappeared. 

The father struggled on alone 
with his five children until, 
finally, the youngsters were 
placed in an orphanage under 
circumstances as yet 
unresolved by the girls. 

Sonja, whose name was Nellie 
Sargent, was two years old at 
the time and considered too 
young to go into the children’s 
home with her sisters and 
brother. She was adopted by a 
family near Lima and her name 
was changed to Sonja.

Soon afterward, Dora wrote 
back to Ohio to find out what she 
could learn about her little 
sister. There had been no news 
of her family while in the home. 

Dora received no response 
from the probate court.

The adoptive mother's 
answer was ‘no’ — even 
when Dora took the/phone and 
pleaded with her.

“He was a really nice guy, but 
he didn't want to get mixed up 
with his family.

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Excessively severe budget cuts for counseling centers 


Deep slashes made in the operating 
funds for mental health clinics in Madison 
County during 1976 appear to be an inap- 
propriate way for the county government 
to begin the Bicentennial year of a nation 
that has done so much to elevate the “com- 
mon man” and reduce-adherence to “class 
systems” that cause injustice. 

Prompt steps to reverse the destructive 
budget pattern are being called for by the 
affected agencies and by many citizens and 
taxpayers. 

Well-to-do peorle no doubt are going to 
still be able to afford to visit psychiatrists. 
But many families in this recessionary era 
have no substitute for the counseling ser- 
vices that have been made available at the 
health centers. 


Mllinois, like most of the nation, has shar- 
ply curbed the volume of state hospital 
confinement, instead relying on 
tranquilizers and various other approaches 
— in concert with community counseling 
clinics — to restore many thousands of 
people to productive roles in society. 

It will be a sad example of being “penny 
wise and pound foolish” if a few misguided 
“hatchet men” persist in punitive action 
against vitally-needed programs whose, ad- 
ministrators are being ignored as lacking in 
political clout. 

A financial “scalpel” might make sense, 
if wielded skillfully, but there is no 
justification for reckless butchery carried 
out in the guise of “helping the people.” 
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Plan for systematic streamlining of regulatory agencies 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — 
Two senators have devised a plan to force 
Congress to act for reform of all federal 
regulatory agencies. It is a task that many 
members try to avoid because special in- 
terests are so heavily involved. 

Sens. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., and 
Robert C. Byrd, D-W. Va., proposed that 
Congress and the President enact a 
timetable extending to 1981 for systematic 
reform of existing laws setting up federal 
regulatory functions. 

Thirty-five federal agencies would be 
divided into five groups, and a year set for 


reform, 1978 for energy and environment, 
1979 for commerce, transportation and 
communications, 1980 for food, health and 
safety, and 1981 for others such as housing, 
small business, labor-management 
relations and equal employment. 

In each year, if Congress failed to act, 
presidential reform plans would 
automatically go into effect, or the 
regulatory agencies would automatically 
go out of existence. 

Some such “action-forcing mechanism” 
is necessary to overcome bureaucratic 
inertia, special interest lobbying and

disadvantages 
are analyzed

A number have asked tor 
more information about our 11- 
state comparison of air 
pollution control regulations. 

Our comparative summary of 
current regulations as they 
exist in Illinois and ten com- 
peting industrial states has 
been completed 

Seven number-filled tables 
contained in this summary 
essentially show that [linois air 
pollution control regulations are 
in all cases more restrictive 
than those in effect in Indiana 
and Towa. 

Further, in most cases 
compared, Illinois regulations 
are more restrictive than those 
in effect in Arkansas, Michigan, 
Missouri, Ohio, Texas and 
Wisconsin. 

Only Kentucky and Tennessee 
of all states used in this com- 
parison appear to have air 
pollution control regulations 
which are generally equal or 
more restrictive than those in 
effect in Minois. 

We have taken this matter to 
the attention of the governor's 
office and the Iilinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. i 

We expressed concern not 
only with the regulations that 
generally are more restrictive 
than those of other states, but 
with differing administrative 
practices which work to put 
Illinois—and our area—at a 


competitive disadvantage for 
industrial development ac- 
tivity. 

We are expecting a written 
response soon to the various 
issues which we raised_at our 
meeting in Springfield. 

We are hopeful that a course 
of action can be developed 
which will provide a better 
balance between environmental 
protection and the need for new 
jobs in our state and area 

An analysis of various state 
air pollution control regulations 
for new emission sources was 
undertaken by Illinois Metro 
East in July 1975. 

The general purpose of this 
analysis was to determine how 
Mlinois air. pollution control 
regulations for new emission 
sources compared to those of 
other states. Extensive in- 
formation was compiled. 

The analysis compares 
Illinois regulations to those in 
effect in surrounding states as 
well as states with which Illinois 
is often in competition for new 
or. expanded industrial 
development activity 

The states used in this 
comparison were: Illinois, 
Arkansas, Indiana, lowa, 
Kentucky, Michigan, Missouri, 
Ohio, Tennessee, Texas and 
Wisconsin. 

A summary of the findings 
follow:

Ask most Americans why this 
nation is great and powerful and 
here are some of the answers 
you will get back: 

1. “It was God's will." 

2. “It was our destiny.” 

3. “It was our superior en- 
dowment of natural resources.” 

4. “It was our science.” 

Certainly, we can put an end 
to many.of these myths. 
America has never been the 
most populous nation. And, until 
recently, we trailed many of the 
advanced nations in science and 
technology. 

What about resources? We 
were never over-endowed with 
natural resources — a truth 
people are just now 
“discovering.” 

In fact, there are many un- 
derdeveloped nations with vast 
reserves of natural resources 
and population, and they are 
still classified as un- 
derdeveloped nations of the 
“Third World.” Think about 
that and ask why. 

The secret of our success is 


— and always has been — 
embodied in a people and a 
business system which place 
great premiums on com- 
petition, individual initiative, 
hard work and good 
organization and 
management. 

These are the elements of our 
society which hold together the 
fabric of our greatness invisibly 
like Adam Smith’s “unseen 
hand." 

‘Therein lies the vulnerability 
of the system 

The intangible essence of 
these most precious resources 
could be brutally murdered and 
it might be years before the 
death is discovered — much too 
late to think about looking for a 
villain. 

It is always easy to justify one 
more government program to 
benefit some worthy group or 
another. It is always easy to 
find an abuse somewhere that 
can be “corrected” by a new 
law or a new regulatory agency. 

But, unfortunately, it is not 
easy to stand back, take a look 
at the whole picture, and see 
where we are headed. 

The growth of government 
is crippling what's left of the 


private economy in three 
ways: 

First, 
petition, in which government 
agencies subsidized with tax 
dollars offer the same services 
»as taxpaying, private firms. 

Second, in competition for 
funds in the capital markets. 
The government's enormous 
borrowing drives up interest 
rates and makes it more dif- 
ficult for private firms to raise 
capital. 

Third, the economy is crip- 
pled ‘through ~ excessive 
regulation, which decreases 
competition, decreases ef- 
ficiency, dulls initiative and 
increases costs. 

Ironically, as a final insult, 
critics of business point to the 
troubles of the private economy 
— often caused by too much 
government intervention in the 
first place — and use these 
troubles as justification for 
more government activity 

Why does capitalism have a 
bad name? Why are we in ever- 
increasing danger of destroying 
those very qualities that have 
long sustained us? I think there 
are three major reasons: 


through direct com- 


The first is simple misun- 
derstanding. Our business 
system is often interpreted by 
the wrong people, people who 
are hostile to it, and they ex- 
plain it to those who are 
ignorant of it. 

The second bad influence on 
the capitalist image is the 
standard of comparison. To be 
honest, the results of our 
economic system should be 
compared with competing 
systems. 

But somehow, the opposition 
has succeeded in discouraging 
such comparisons. Instead, 
capitalism is held up to some 
abstract standard of perfection, 
and it falls short. Well, no 
wonder! 

No economic system run by 
imperfect human beings is 
going to be perfect, and 
capitalism is no exception, But 
it should be judged on the scale 
of the possible, not the fantasy 
of the ideal. 

The final problem distorting 
our perception of capitalism is 
our confusion over certain 
national and personal — 
goals. 

Do we want a higher standard 
of living for everyone? Or, a 


more equal standard of living? 

I submit that we cannot have 
both and we had better face the 
need to make a clear choice 
between the two. We had better 
decide whether it is preferable 
to dine on half of a sparrow or a 
quarter of a turkey. 

Despite 40 years of 
government effort to change 
the distribution of income in 
this country, it has remained 
relatively constant. 

The biggest result of the 
redistribution effort is that it 
made our economy less ef- 
ficient. That is, less total 
wealth is produced because 
the government pre-empted 
so many _ productive 
resources. 
This trend is especially 
disturbing in light of the 
historical fact that the only 
times the poor have “gained” 
on the rich have been during our 

economic booms. 

In other words, a healthy 
capitalistic economy is the best 
device ever discovered for 
improving the lot of the poor. 
But in the name of improving 
the lot of the poor, we are 
progressively destroying that 
economy 


Illinois, American people praised by Sandburg 


(Sangamon State 
University) 

A bibliography listing all of 
Carl Sandburg’s writings would 
itself require a volume 400 
pages in length. 

Unlike other poets remem- 
bered for a few key works which 
live after them, Sandburg’s 
contribution is in the totality of 
the vast literature he produced. 

His writing is together a 
monumental statement of faith 
in mankind. 

“IT am credulous about the 
destiny of man,” he wrote, “and 
I believe more than I can ever 
prove of the future of the human 
race and the importance of 
illusions.” 

Sandburg was born in 
Galesburg, Ill. in 1878, to a 
Swedish immigrant family. 

His youth was spent in 
itinerant labor as, among other 
things, harvester, bricklayer, 
and dishwasher; and he went to 
Puerto Rico as a soldier in the 
Spanish-American War. 

His irregular formal 
schooling was capped by four 
years at Lombard College in 
Galesburg, after which he 
became an advertising writer, 
journalist, and organizer of the 
Social Democratic Party in 
Wisconsifi, constantly gathering 
impressions of the many-sided 
American genius about which 
he would write. 

Sandburg was unknown as a 
poet until 1914 when Poetry 
published a selection of his work 
including ‘‘Chicago,” a poem 
which established him as the 
leading voice of the crude, vital 
America that he knew face to 


face. 
After that and as a reporter 


for the Chicago Daily News 
from 1917 to 1930, he rapidly 
became a recognized member 
of the brilliant “Chicago group” 
including Ben Hecht, Charles 
McArthur, Harry Hansen and 
Floyd Dell. 

His perspective is Mid- 
western, small-town, farm, as 
well as big city, and his 
message is best comprehended 
when read with a Midwestern 
accent or when listened to from 
a recording of Sandburg him- 
self. 

‘An accomplished guitarist, he 
accompanied himself as he 
sang or recited—truly the voice 
of America singing. 

The poetry, journalism, 
biography, fiction, songs, and 
history which emerged ex- 
pressed a great faith in the 
promises of democracy: a 
tremendous appreciation of 
the beauty of ordinary people 
and commonplace things: 


and a profound faith in the 


working class. 

Sandburg’s themes are found 
ina selection of his works which 
include The People, Yes (1936), 
an eloquent expression in verse 
of the democratic, American 
spirit as it appears in folklore 
and folk history. 

The thought and language 
patterns of the Midwest per- 
meate his Complete Poems 
(1950), awarded a Pwtitzer 


rites of “Laughing 
“Crabapples,” a “New 

Farm Tractor,” ‘To a Con- 
temporary Bunk Shooter,” 
“Smoke and Steel,” ‘‘Joliet,”” 
“Chicago,” “The Mayor of 
ry,” and “‘Washerwoman,”’ 
with a combination of precise 


realism, a sense of color and 
fancy, gained from experience 
and based in price. 

The same qualities appear in 
his folk songs and ballads in The 
American Songbag (1927), and 
in his children’s book, 
Rootabaga Stories (1922). 

Sandburg recounted his own 
life in a nostalgic memoir about 
his youth which everyone from 
a small town in Illinois! should 
read, entitled Always the Young 
Strangers (1953) from which he 
excerpted a version for 
children, Prairie Town Boy 
(1955). 

For 30: years he worked on a 
comprehensive biography of 
Abraham Lincoln. 

The Prairie Years appeared 
in two volumes in 1926 and the 
Pulitzer Prize-winning The War 
Years in four volumes in 1939, 
the latter exceeding writings of 
Shakespeare by 150,000 words. 

Sandburg’s intention was to 
relate in graphic detail the man 
whom. he and Vachel Lindsay 
and so many other Illinois’ poets 
revered, to separate fact from 
myth, and to let the life in which 
he found so much beauty speak 
for iteslf. t 

In many ways he became the 
literary embodiment of ‘the 
Lincoln tradition; and the 
moral, humanitarian, and 
democratic attitudes of Lincoln 
are fundamental to all of 
Sandburg’s writings. 

Before his death in 1967, 
Sandburg may have been 
America’s most honored writer, 
regularly conferring with 
Presidents, winning all im- 
portant literary prizes, and 
wondering at the number of 
schools .and public. buildings 


named after him. 

“My father couldn't sign his 
name,” wrote Sandburg; ‘*(he) 
made his ‘mark’ on the CB&Q 
payroll sheet. 

“My mother was able to read 
the Scriptures in her native 
language, but she could not 
write, and I worte of Abraham 
Lincoln whose own mother 
could not read or write!

The new year promises more 
pay in the checks of many 
workers, as the federal 
minimum wage. increased to 
$2.30 an hour on Jan. 1, 1976, the 
Labor Department has noted 

Workers eligible for the“ 20- 
cent wage based increase from 
the current $2.10 an hour are 
those in jobs covered under the 
Fair Labor Standards Act 
(FLSA) before it was amended 
in 1966. 

Also beginning Jan. 1, 
workers covered by the FLSA in 
1966 and later must be paid at 
least $2.20 an hour, an 
agricultural workers al least $2 
an hour. 

Other work standards set by 
the FLSA are overtime pay, 
child labor and record-keeping 
requirements. The depart- 
ment’s Wage and Hour Division 
enforces the act.
